DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The examiner acknowledges applicant's remarks regarding the drawing 
corrections. However, it seems that the corrected drawings were misplaced and/or not 
scanned. The examiner respectfully requests Applicant to file a copy of the corrected 
figures in response to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kim (US Pat. No. 6,392,719 B2). 

Regarding claims 1 and 9, Kim teaches a liquid crystal display for testing defects 
of wiring in a panel, comprising: 

a TFT array unit (3) including a plurality of gate lines (1a and 1b) and data lines 
(2a-2c) formed in a matrix shape, having TFT transistors (3) at the intersection of each 
of the gate lines and data lines (see fig. 3); 
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a data pad unit (D/B, D/G and D/R) commonly connected to the plurality of data 
lines (2a-2c) for receiving signals for driving the data lines (see fig. 3); and 

a wiring unit (6-8) for testing defects of the data line being connected in-line 
between the data pad unit and the data line for testing disconnection and short 
anomalies of the data line (see fig. 3 and col. 2, II. 15-16). 

Regarding claim 5, Kim further teaches the liquid crystal display recited in claim 

I , a gate pad unit (G/O and G/E) commonly connected to the plurality of gate lines (la- 
lb) for receiving signals for driving the gate lines (see fig. 3); a wiring unit (4-5) for 
testing defects of the gate line connected being between the gate pad unit and the gate 
line, for testing disconnection and short anomalies of the gate line (see fig. 3 and col. 2, 

II. 15-16). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-4, 6-8 and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art fails to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, a 
LCD comprising: 

a wiring unit for testing defects of the data lines, first data pad connected to the 
odd data lines, and second data pad connected to the even data lines; 
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a wiring unit for testing defects of the gate lines, first gate pad connected to the 
odd gate lines, and second gate pad connected to the even gate lines; or 

a wiring unit for testing defects of the common voltage lines, first common 
voltage pad connected to the odd common voltage lines, and second common voltage 
pad connected to the even common voltage lines. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 5 and 9 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Yachi et al. (US Pat. No. 5,767,929) discloses LCD comprising 
shorting ring (abstract); and Kobayashi (US Pat. No. 5,872,610) discloses a method for 
inspecting a LCD.
